Kane. I'a., March ».—Tww weeks 


from the time l>r. Evan O'Neill Kino, 
of thl« city untaccd (he medical pro- 
fusion by removing hi* own appen- 
dix he returned to the operating 
room and performed a lengthy major 
operation'. 
His rapid recovery at- 


tests his remarkable vitality. 
De- 


jails of the self-performed operation 
have been learned since the patient 
lias left the Rick room and disclose 
thu fact that his work was even more 
wonderful than was at first reported. 


"The experiment wus worth while, 


fully worth while," declared 
Dr. 


JCane today, hut declined to make 
any further statement, referring the 


• questioner to his colleague and inir- 
glcal assistant, 
Dr. D. K. Vogan. 


"Whatever his 
judgment prompt* 


him to give out will be satisfactory 
to me," said Dr. Kane. 


Dr. Vegan outlined 
the 
point* 


gained through the operation 
as 


follow*: 


First, case with which local opera- 


ti::i could l»e done. 


Secciifl. can be done without any 


severe- pain. 


Third. [>ain more due to traction 


and rotish handling of parts than to 
incision. 


Fourth, local anaesthesia must be 


used in peritoneum after incision had 
been made through skin and muscles, 
as this ts the most sensitive area. 


Fifth, any surgeon not too obese 


with a fair degree of skill could do 
such an operation on themselves. 


The operation is even more amax- 


Ing when it Is stated that in addition 
to making the Incision and removing 
the appendix Dr. Kane did the larger 
part of the sewing In clositi?: 
the 


wound. His brother. Dr. Tor.i Kane. 
commence* the work of closing ttu> 
.wound and bad taken but a 
few 


stitches when the. patient took the 
needle from hi* hand and began to 
aew as unconcerned as though 
he 


were splicing a belt. 


Dr. Vogan gave the details of the 


operation in substance.,as follows: 


"Like the riddle of Colnmbus's egg, 


the operation proved a simple affair 
after being tried out. The time oc- 
cupied was about thirty minutes from 
the commencement of the incision 
until the completion of the opera- 
tion, or removal of the 
appendix. 


This time could hare been consider- 
ably shortened if Dr. Kane had ap- 
,prised me and our staff. In advance 
In order that each assistant might 
haye known what individual role 
.v.-ii's in h* allotted to him in the novel 
unclyri.:ii;lng.

Next he took up the sclsaors 
and cut off the appendix and with 
an especial thread and needle device 
ot hU own Inverted or turned In the 
stomp lately out of danger from con- 
taminating the wound.

more or lew every day since the op- 
eration and fourteen days after it 
was in his operating room and per- 
formed there a serious and lengthy 
major operation.

recovered, the wound .having united 
firmly without separation."
